A Senate Committee to Look In 
to Them. 


WASHINGKTON, July 23.—Senator Ed 
mtmdB to-day sabmitted the following 
resolution, which was referred to the 
committee on foreign relations: 


Resolved^ That the comnuttee 
on 
foreign relations be and is hereby in- 
stmcted to enqoire into the rights of 
American fishing vesselB and merchant 
veesels within the North American pos 
sessions of the queen of Great Britain 
where the rights of snoh vessels have 
been violated, and if so, to what extent. 


That said committee report upon the 
subject and report whether, and if so. 
what steps are necessary to be taken by 
congress to secure the protection and 
vindication of the rights of citizens of the 
United States in the premises. 
That 
•aid committee have power to send for 
persons and papers, to employ stenog- 
raphers and to sit during the recess of 
the senate, whether as a full committee 
or by any sub-committee thereof. 
That 
such sub-committee shall for the pur- 
pose of such investigation be a commit- 
tee of the senate to all intents and pur- 
poses. 


It is now understood that a caucus of 
republican senators was held at Senator 
Sherman's house, last evening, and re- 
sulted m the appointment of a committee 
consisting of Senators Sherman, Allison 
and Aldrich, to devise a line of action 
with respect to the Morrison surplus res- 
olution. 
It is said the expression of 
views were widely divergent, but it was 
thought the political indication is that 
the senate committee on finance should 
not ignore the resolution. 
The commit- 
tee, it is believed, will seek to amend it, 
leaving to the secretary of the treasury 
some measure of discretion he now has 
over the matter and increasing the mini- 
mum, the reserve to be left in the 
treasury. 


The house has concurred in all the 
senate amendments to the oleomargarine 
bill, thus averting the necessity for a 
conference. 
The bill now goes to the 
president for his action.

Aaron Burr had tlie reputatkm «fc the 
Capitol of having delivered the most 
impressire speech ever uttered within 
its walls. 
It was when he took leave 
of the Senate as its presiding officer, he 
having been Vice President. 
I have 
heard a Senator who, was present state 
that nearly every one was in tears, and 
80 unmanned that it was nearly half an 
hour before they could recover them- 


' selves sufficiently to choose a President 
pro tern. 


The characteristics of Vice President 
Burr's manner appeared to have been 
elevation and dignity, a consciousness 
of saperiority, 
etc.; nothing of that 
whining adulation, those canting, hypo- 
critical complaints of want of talents, 
assurance of his endeavors to please 
them, hopes of their favors, etc. 
On 
the contrary, he told them explicitly 
that he had determined to pursue a 
conduct 
which his judgment should 
approve, and which should secure the 
suffrage of his own conscience; and he 
had never considered who else should 
be pleased or displeased, although it 
was but justice on this occasion to thank 
them for their deference and respect 
to his official conduct, the constant and 
uniform support he had received from 
every member, for their prompt ac- 
quiescence in his decisions, and to re- 
mark, to their honor, 
that they had 
never descended to a single motion of 
passion or embarrassment; and so fa* 
was he from apologizing for his defects, 
he told that, on reviewing the decision! 
he had occasion to make, there was not 
one which, on reflection, he was dis- 
posed to vary or retract. 


Burr was unquestionably one of the 
most remarkable men that our country 
has ever produced. 
The designs which 
clouded his name in his own day with 
the suspicion and charge of treason 
differed very little from the occupation 
of Texas by citizens of the 
United 
States, the temporary independence oi 
the territory so detached from Mexico, 
and then its final incorporation into thia 
Union. 
And so with his duel with 
Hamilton, in which the great financier 
fell. 
Burr was a victim to the bar- 
barous custom of those days, and killed 
a popular favorite. 
Other vices clustei 
around his name, but they cannot pre- 
sent him, even to the eye of moral 
judgment, as less than an "archangel 
fallen." 


When a boy, 
residing 
with my 
l^arents in New York, at the corner oi 
Maiden Lane and Broadway, I used tc 
see Burr pass every morning and after- 
noon as he went to and from his law 
office. 
Tall, soldier-like, and walking 
with a soldier-like air, he attracted at- 
tention as he passed along, and people 
would stop and point him out to others 
after he had gone by. 
One day I was 
in the law office of Anthony Dye, where 
my uncle, Allan Dodge, was studying 
his profession, and Burr came in to in- 
quire about a case in which he was 
counsel. 
I regarded him with dread, 
and yet I was fascinated by the courtesy 
of his manner, the pleasant expression 
of his bright, keen eyes, and the gentle 
winning tones of his voice. 
He was at 
that time virtually an outcast from the 
circles fa which he had once been a 
leading 
figure. 
Very poor, he took 
cases which other lawyers refused to 
touch, and he often found it difficult to 
procure the necessities of life. 
Yet he 
never lost his dignity or self-respect, 
and appeared, amidst the vicissitudes 
of his old age, to enjoy that peace and 
serenity which only a quiet conscience 
can bestow. 
He was, undoubtedly, the 
first 
political "boss" of the State of 
New York, and it was by following his 
advice that Van Buren passed from 
office to office until he became Presi- 
dent of the United States.—Washing- 
ton Correspondence Omaha Republi- 
can.

terially with his career and habits, 
though, of course, it modified and al- 
tered their channels. 
It is well known 
that he was an admired horseman and 
fisherman, and if he was undeterred by 
the drawbacks of his condition when 
they were suddenly thrust upon him in 
early manhood, surely children who 
have never knbwn the blessing of sight 
can be brought up to regard blindness 
as nothing which need prevent their 
taking their place compai-atively on a 
par with the rest of the citizens of the 
world. 
Henry Fawcett is not alone. 
Other blind men have, to all intents 
and purposes, lived their lives as thor- 
oughly as thousands with their eyes 
have done. 
We have heard of sifihtloss 
travelers 
and 
writers 
innumerable. 
There were Milton, Prescott, the his- 
torian, 
Huber, 
the 
naturalist, 
and 
Braille himself, to quote only a few that 
occur to me. 
Dr. Armitage, again, has 
traveled far and wide, frequently visit- 
ing most of the European 
centers, 
where he could acquin^ information 
and, so to speak, see for himself how|the 
blind are educated and cared for. 
Two 
years ago he made a prolonged journey 
through the States of America with the 
same object, though he did not fail to 
enjoy the pleasures of travel for its 
n 
sake. 
Only in very rare instances in 
the future need there be any occasion 
for allowing a sightless person to be- 
come a burden on his family or the 
charity of the benevolent. 
"The night 
cometh when no man can work." Then, 
of course, the blthd, if they have not 
acqtiired resources of their own, must 
be provided for. 
At the same time it 
cannot be gainsaid that they do require 
immense assistance throughout 
their 
lives. 
It is on account of this assistance 
not having been hitherto always rendered 
upon a wise and logical system that so 
many mistaken ideas have prevailed as 
to what are the real capabilities of the 
bliifcd —The Fortuighthj Tleview.

About a week ago, as I said, I 
got up in the morning and li^lited a 
match to see the time, and wlien I j^ut 
the match near my mouth to blow it 
out my breath caught lire and gave a 
loud crack like the rejmit of a pistol. 
It burnt my li})s and they are still sore. 
I got a terrible snri)rise and so did my 
wife, for the report awakened her." 


From the above occurrence it would 
appear that tho conditions known as 
"halitosis," or diseased breath, is not 
only a source of misery to the suiferer 
and those comj)ellod to associate with 
him, but may, under certain circum- 
stances, become a condition of danger 
to the unfortunate possessors of it.

Capitol of having delivered the mos 
impressive speech ever uttered within 
its walls. It was when . he took leave 
of the Senate as-its' premding officer, he 
having been Vice President. I'have 
heard a Senator who, was present state 
that nearly every'one was in'tfearsj ahc 
•o unmanned that it was nearly half an 
hour before they could recover them- 
• selves sufficiently to choose a President 
pro tern. 


The characteristics of Vice President 


Burr's manner appeared to. have been 
elevation and dignity, a consciousnei 
of superiority, etc.; nothing of^that 
•whining adulation, those canting, hypo- 
critical complaints of want of talents, 
assurance of his endeavors to please 
them, hopes of their favors, etc. On 
the contrary, he told them explicitly 
that he had determined to pursue "a 
conduct which his judgment should 
approve, and which should.- secure the 
suffrage of his own nonsniencfi; and he 


• had never considered who. else should 
be please'd or displeased, aithough'it 
was but justice on this occasion to thank 
them for1 their deference' and- respect 
to his official conduct, the constant and 
uniform support he had received from 
every member, for their prompt ac- 
quiescence in his decisionBj-ahdto 
mark, to their honor, that they had 
never descended to a- siiigle motion of 
passion or embarrassment;'and;Jso" 'far 
was he from apologizing for his doubts,1 


he told that, on reviewing the deeiaions 
he had occasion to make, there^was not 
one which, on reflection, he was • dis- 
posed to vary or retract. . 


Burr was unquestionably ono'-jof the 


most remarkable men that pur country 
has ever'produced. The designs which 
clouded his name in His own day! with 
the suspicion and charge ' Of '.treason 
differed very little from'the occupation 
of Tesaa by citizens of the 'United 
States, the temporary independence ,ol 
the territory so detached'frbm''Mexico,1 


aiifl then its final incorporation intd'thi^ 
Union. And so with, his' duel' inth 
Hamilton, in which the great financier 
fell. Burr was a victim to the bar; 
barons custom of those flays, and killed 
a popular favorite. Othervices.olustei 
around his name, bnt they 'cannot"' 
sent him, oven to the eye ..of inoral 
judgment, as low than an • •"archangel 
fallen."

TVhen a boy, residing with1 my 


parents in New Tork, at the. corner' 
Maiden Lane and Broadway, I used tc. 
see Burr pass every morning and after- 
noon as he went to and from his law 
office. Tall, soldier-like, and walking 
with a soldier-like airj he attracted at- 
tention as he passed along, and people 
would stop and point him out to others 
after ho had gone by. One day I wi 
in the law office of Anthony Dye, where 
my undo, Allan Dodgo, Was'studying 
his profession, and Burr came in to in- 
quire about a case in which , ho waa 
counsel. I regarded him with dread, 
and yet I waa fascinated by the courtesy 
of his manner, the pleasaut expression 
of his bright, keen eyes, and the gentle 
winning tones of his voice. He was at 
that time virtually an outcast from the 
circles In which he had once' been'a 
leading figure. Very poor, hel took1 


cases which other lawyers refused to 
touch, and he often found it difficult to 
procure the necessities of life. Yet he 
never loat his dignity or Holf-respect, 
and appeared, amidst the vicissitudes 
of his old age, to enjoy that peace and 
serenity which only a quiet conscience 
can bestow. He was, undoubtedly, the 
first political "boss" of the State of 
New York, and it was by following his 
advice that Ynn Buren passed from 
office to office until he became''Presi- 
dent of tho United States.—Washing- 
ton Correspondence Omaha Republi- 
can.

WHAT THE BLWD CAJf DO. 


A shining example of what the blind 


who have courage and determination 
can 'do could bo witnessed in tho lato 
l/imented Henry Fawcett. He refused 
to allow his infirmity to interfere ma- 
terially with his career and habits, 
though, of course, it modified iind al- 
tered their channels. It is well known 
that he was an admired horseninn and 
fisherman, and if ho was undeterred by 
the drawbacks "of his condition when 
they were siiddonlj' thrust upon him m 
early ' manhood, surely children who 
have;never knrtwn thelilesaing of sight 
can be brought up to regard blindness 
'as nothing which need prevent their 
taking their.. place comparatively on a 
par with'the rest of the citizens of the 
world; Henry Fawcett is not alone. 
Other blind men have, to all intents 
and purposes, lived their lives as thor- 
oughly .as thousands* with their eyes 
have. done. We have heard of sightless 
.travelers and writers innumerable. 
There were Milton, Prescott, the his- 
torian, Huber, the naturalist, and 
Braille himself, to quote only a few that 
occur 'to me.-;. .Dr. Armitage, again, has 
traveled f ^r and wide,, frequently visit- 


v.-mostb of the European centers,, 


where he could acquiro information 
and, so to speak, see for himself howjthe 
blind are e'diiciifed and cared for. Two 
years ago he'inade a prolonged 'journey 
through the States of America -with the 
same'objeofc.Lthoughhe did. not :fail to 
enjoy., the pleasures of travel for its own 
sake. 
Only,;in very rare instances in. 


the .future need there'be-any occasion 
for allowing a sightless person to be- 
come- a' burden on his family or the 
charity :bf the benevolent. "The night' 
eometh wlien no 'man! can work." Then, 
of course, the blind, if they have not 
acquired resources of their own, must 
be provided for; i At the sune time ifc 
canilpt bb-gaiiisaid that they do require 
immense assistance throughout their 
lives. It is on account of thia assistance 
n'ot having been hitherto always rendered 
upon a -wise and logical system that so 
jnany mistaken ideas havo prevailed aa 
to what are, the real capabilities of tho 
bliwl - -The Fortnightly Review.
